anese ambassador to

Root that his people wanted war 
Unless the order w as rescinded. A 
few days later two Japanese war­ 
ships steamed through the Golden 
Gate on a "goodwill visit." 
President 
Roosevelt 
subpenaed 
the entire board of education In 
San Francisco as wet las the mayor 
and other city officials, 
gathered 


pledged them to secrecy. 
“Then," Leffingwell said, “he said 
In substance: 
"'The Panama Canal Is not yet 
completed and cannot be completed 
under present plans 
for

years. We have virtually no navy 
in the Pacific. Japan knows that 
we are vulnerable and 
sees 
her 
chance to take a bite

United States. She can do it, and 
we are powerless to prevent I t so 
yon gentlemen will have to hack 
off. 
“ I sent for you to explain the 
situation and ask you to rescind 
your reeolution which

Despite this appeal the 
mayor, 
backed by the anti-Asiatic League, 
refused to agree with the President 
and it was 
not 
until 
Roosevelt 
threatened to “fill your state with 
federal troops" that the order was 
rescinded. The Panama Canal, In­ 
cidentally, wasn't opened to traffic 
until 1914.

COMPARING INCOME, TAXES IN ENGLAND AND 
UN ITED STATES 


Most every apologist for governm ent spending will 
tell you that the inqome taxes are higher in England 
than they are in the United Staten. B ut these apolo­ 
gists never tell you that they are much higher In 
England for the poor and middle classes than they 
are in the United States and they never tell you th a t 
they are lower for the very rich in England than they 
are in the United States. 


The top plane of taxes for tile very richest in 
England is 65 per cent, while in the United States 
the highest bracket is 79 per cent for Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent, plus income taxes in w hatever states have 
income taxes and plus income taxes in those cities 
that have income taxes, and some of them do. 
So, 
in certain parts of the United States, the income tax 
runs up to approxim ately 90 per cent, while the m ax­ 
imum in England is 65 per cent. 


On the other hand, the taxes are much higher for 
the great middle class of people in England than 
they are here. 


As an example, a married man with a wife and 
child with an income of $23t0 a year, in G reat B rit­ 
ain. pays $92.62 and nothing in the United States; 
$3noo income pays $262 in England and nothing in 
the United States; 
$5,000 income pays $640.62 in 
England and $64 in the United States. 
One reason why England has been able to practic­ 
ally balance its budget is because of this very fact 
th at a much larger percentage of their people pay 
income taxes. 
In England, the income tax is nearer 
a consumer tax because those people in the lower 
brackets, who pay income taxes, are really paying 
it in reduction of w hat they would consume. 
The broader the tax base, the more people become 
interested in economy. 
One of the prim ary reasons why our govern­ 
ment expenses, since we started the income tax, 
have jumped from 8‘* per cent of the total income 
to approxim ately 30 per cent in 25 years is due to 
tho fact th at people actually believe th at the rich 
pay their taxes. 
The demagogues and the theoretical 
educators 
never tell the poor working man th a t the taxes 
which the rich pay really come from the capital 
th at would be used to invest In machinery and 
equipment which would reduce the cost of living 
to everybody and furnish a demand for labor sc 
th at the wages would be higher and the cost of living 
would be lower, if it were not for the absurdity 
of taxing a man because he made two blades of grass 
grow where one grew before, which is practically 
all an income tax is.

AN ECONOMIC NIGHTMARE 


The current government plan to transmit 
power from Bonneville Dam. on the Oregon- 
Washington border, into southeastern Idaho 
for the purpose of developing that state’s 
great phosphate beds, looks like an economic 
nightmare. 
The only basis for estimating the cost of 
such a transmission line, is the cost of the 
line which now brings power from the fed­ 
eral project at Boulder Dam to Los Angeles. 
This line, with substation facilities neces­ 
sary for moving power over long distances, 
cost about $97,500 a mile. 
On that basis, the cost of a similar line 
from Bonneville to southeastern Idaho would 
be about $55,000,000. which would be close 
to $400 per kilowatt for the 150,000 kilowatts 
that such a line could deliver, according to 
engineering surveys. 
Investigation has proved that steam plants 
could be built near the phosphate beds for 
$100 or less per kilowatt, just 25 per cent of 
the kilowatt cost of the line from Bonneville. 
And if water power is desired, a report of the 
Department of the Interior states that there 
are 285 known undeveloped power sites in 
the Snake River basin, near the phosphate 
beds, with a potential production of 3,000,000 
horsepower. 
In other words, if the politicians actually 
tried, they would be hard put to discover a 
more expensive source for the power needed 
to develop the phosphates than distant Bon­ 
neville dam. The very fact that the project 
is being considered seriously, and apparently 
even has a chance of being adopted, shows 
the waste of the taxpayers’ money and the 
disregard for efficiency and private enter­ 
prise that characterizes politics in business.

Similarly the 
Republican-Labor 
party LaGuardia p art of the pros­ 
pective coalition is not really as 
close as it seems to be on the su r­ 
face. 
The New York m ayor has been 
quietly driving his wedge into the

THREE 
GUIDES 
FOR 
HUMAN 
ACTION 
If we analyze the different things that act aa 
guides for human action, we might divide them rath ­ 
er loosely under three causes. 
The first guide is price, or money reward, th at aa 
individual is to receive for performing an act. 
Peo­ 
ple give their approbation of w hat they w ant done by 
their willingness to exchange m aterial things. 
So 
the more m aterial things relatively people are willing 
to pay for a thing, the more they express their de­ 
sire for it. 
When this price guide te left unham per­ 
ed by legislation, It la as true and accurate a guide 
as to w hat people w ant done from a m aterial stand­ 
point as any other guide can be. 
The politicians 
seeking office invariably contend It is not. 
It, how­ 
ever, is not a true guide as to the most im portant 
things in life. 


The second guide that causes many people to do 
things ia public approbation. 
Many people will do 
most anything if they receive enough applause and 
recognition for an act. This is rather a dangerous 
guide because invariably the m ajority approves of 
things th at are transitory and seldom ever funda­ 
mental. 


The third guide is conscience, or the belief th at one 
should do w hat Is fundam ental and In harm ony w ith 
natural laws. 
It is this kind of an urge or guide 
th at caused Grover Cleveland to say th at he would 
stick to a policy, even if every man in the United 
States opposed him in it. 
People, who are guided by the belief that virtue 
is its own reward, have been the greatest factor In 
developing civilization. 


l-^Guardia’s Intentions have bern 
manifest in other ways. As mayor 
of New York, the l^atin A m erican1 
policy is none of his official bus!-' 
ness, but he broadcast on the na-; 
tional tinw orks two weeks ago a 
plan to supercede the Hull policy 
with direct federal treasure boun­ 
ties to undersell Mussolini and H it­ 
ler in South America. 
State Secretary Hull denounced 
the 
project, 
and 
it 
flopped 
so 
completely th a t LaGuardia prob­ 
ably will not mention it again. 
Since then sidewise glances have 
been cast a t Berle by the local 
diplomats who suspect him of in­ 
spiring the LaGuardia heresy a l­ 
though he really did not. 
At any rate the LaGuardia-Berle- 
Tugwell 
(and 
possibly 
Ickes) 
wedge has encountered Mr. Hull, 
has taken Mr. Straus and seems 
to be advising Mr. Roosevelt more 
effectively than 
any 
other 
one 
group. 


THE RIGHT APPROACH 


After many, many months of talking and 
nothing in the way of accomplishment it I 
appears that the proper approach is to be 
made next week in a move to solve the city’s 
parking pr« ileitis. 
Next Tuesday a unified city-wide park­ 
ing plan will be presented to representatives 
of the city council, chamber of commerce 
and owners of all t>*jes of parking facilities. 
And with this step probably will disappear 
the plan to install parking meters on the 
streets in the business section of the city. 
It .seems that an unbiased survey of business 
houses in the city revealed that more than 
75 per cent of the merchants were either 
opposed to the parking meter plan or refused 
td comment on it. 
It would seem that under the proposal to 
bring interested parties together in a confer­ 
ence a solution could be found. And it is 
quite probable that out of this meeting next 
Tuesday something concrete will be forth­ 
coming. 
A plan that has not the whole-hearted 
backing of merchants, residents and out-of- 
town buyers will prove useless. All parties, 
or a large percentage, must be satisfied or 
the plan will not work. 
It is understood 
that the Oakland plan will be presented at 
the conference. This plan provides that (em­ 
ployers and workers in the down town area 
arrange for monthly parking in designated 
lots and inside parking places, leaving the 
city streets open for the buying public. Un­ 
der this plan the city of Oakland partially 
subsidizes the parking lots and facilities in 
what amounts to a semi-municipal parking 
system. 
Santa Ana must solve its parking problem 
and do it soon so whatever plan is adopted 
at the meeting next Tuesday should receive 
the support of merchants and businessmen 
and their employes.

until in April, 1937, when tile W agner law regulating 
labor was declared constitutional, the freight load­ 
ings had increased to 84 per cent and the industrial 
production to 118 per cent. The leaders of Industry 
had not boUeved the W agner Act would be declare* 
constitutional so it had not had any effect on busi­ 
ness. 


Now, one year later with the W agner Act in op­ 
eration, the industrial production, instead of being 
118, as It was when the W agner law was declare* 
constitutional, is now 78 and freight loadings, instea* 
of being 84, which it was a year ago, are now 58.
